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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  IN  THE  AREA. 

The  particulars  furnished  in  previous  reports  are  still 
applicable. 

Public  Health  Officers  of  the  Local  Authority: - 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  acted  for  the  Leicestershire 
&  Rutland  Combined  Districts,  in  which  this  District  is  included, 
for  37  years.  Having  reached  the  age  of  70  he  has  now  been  super¬ 
annuated.  He  is  succeeded  by  Dr.  A.  W.  S.  Thompson,  Assistant 
County  Medical  Officer. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  is  a  whole  time  Officer. 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 


Water: - 

The  Leicester  Corporation’s  mains  convey  an  ample  supply  of 
wholesome  water  throughout  the  whole  urban  area,  excepting  part 
of  East  Wigston  comprising  9  dwelling  houses  and  3  farms.  Three 
houses  in  Long  Street  have  an  unsatisfactory  well  supply  regarding 
which  an  Informal  Notice  has  been  served.  No  acute  shortage  has 
been  experienced.  Extensions  of  mains  are  keeping  pace  with 
building  development,  some  373  yards  of  new  mains  having  been  laid 
during  the  year.  43  houses  have  had  a  piped  supply  laid  on  in¬ 
ternally  in  lieu  of  stand-pipes  in  the  yards. 

Drainage  &  Sewerage: - 

560  yards  of  9  inch  sewer  have  been  laid  during  the  year. 
Improvements  and  extensions,  including  improvements  at  the  outfall 
works,  are  now  under  consideration. 

There  are  22  cesspools  in  the  District.  These  are  in  outly¬ 
ing  places  where  public  sewers  are  not  available.

Public  Cleansing :- 

Refuse  is  collected  weekly  by  direct  labour  under  the  super¬ 
vision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  Two  covered  motor-vehicles  are 
used  alternately,  one  being  loaded  while  the  other  is  tipping. 
Disposal  is  by  Controlled  Tipping  on  land  owned  by  the  Local 
Authority.  Night  soil  is  removed  weekly  and  tipped  on  land  the 
pails  being  systematically  cleansed. 

Cesspools  are  emptied  fortnightly  and  the  contents  are  dis¬ 
charged  into  sewers.

An  exhaustive  report  on  the  details  of  all  this  work  has 
been  presented  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

Smoke  Abatement: - 

The  District  has  some  25  factory  chimneys  in  use. 

52  observations  lasting  from  30  to  60  minutes  were  made  and  infor¬ 
mal  action  was  necessary  in  16  instances.  Visits  being  well 
received,  no  statutory  action  was  called  for.  Annoyance  from 
open  burning  of  trade  refuse  has  been  corrected  by  offering  dis¬ 
posal  facilities,  A  number  of  firms  have  now  installed 
incinerators. 

Shops: - 

Eighty  per  cent  of  the  shops  in  the  District  are  occupied  as 
dwelling  houses,  no  outside  assistance  being  employed.  Four 
sanitary  defects  were  found  and  duly  rectified. 

Premises  and  Occupations  which  can  be  controlled  by  Bye-Laws  and 
Regulations: - 

There  are  no  common  Lodging  Houses  or  houses  let  in  lodgings 
and  there  are  no  underground  rooms  used  for  sleeping.  There  are 
now  no  Offensive-Trades  and  there  are  no  Canal  Boats.  Nine  in¬ 
spections  involving  three  vans  are  recorded,  the  conditions  being 
found  satisfactory. 

Camping  Sites: - 

None  in  the  District.  There  are  however  two  recognised  fair 
grounds  used  by  travelling  showmen.  The  water  is  laid  on  and 
portable  sanitary  conveniences  are  provided.  Provision  is  also 
made  for  refuse  collection. 

Eradication  of  Bed-Bugs : - 

Six  Council  houses  and  eleven  other  dwelling  houses  were  dis¬ 
infested,  the  methods  usually  employed  being  the  best  available 
short  of  Hydrocyanic  Acid.  Walls  are  stripped  and  skirting 
boards  etc.  removed,  followed  by  spraying  with  Taldecide  and 
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fumigation  with  Sulphur  dioxide  at  nine  day  intervals.  Cyanide 
fumigation  by  a  firm  of  Contractors  is  however  employed  wherever 
practicable . 

In  six  instances  disinfesting  of  belongings  was  found  neces¬ 
sary  during  removal  of  tenants  to  Council  Houses.  Cyanide  fumi¬ 
gation  by  a  firm  of  Contractors  was  carried  out  in  transit. 

Tenants  of  Council  Houses  are  encouraged  to  report  infestation 
should  such  arise.  Inside  redecoration  is  done  by  direct  labour, 
the  use  of  wall  paper  being  discontinued  for  some  time. 

Schools: - 

The  Public  Elementary  and  Intermediate  Schools  are  well 
maintained  and  are  all  provided  with  the  public  water  supply. 

At  South  Wigston  suitable  sanitary  conveniences  should  be  provided 
in  lieu  of  trough-closets.  Bell  Street  Infants* 1 2 3 4  School  was  disin¬ 
fected  in  April  on  account  of  Scarlet  Fever. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Pools :- 

The  open  air  swimming  bath  in  which  contaminated  canal  water 
was  used  has  been  closed.  There  are  now  no  facilities  in  the 
District  and  I  sincerely  hope  that  the  Council  in  conjunction  with 
other  interested  bodies  will  consider  the  advisability  of  making 
adequate  provision.

The  Council  has  provided  14  houses  for  abatement  of  overcrowding. 
In  them  14  families  comprising  134  persons  have  been  rehoused. 

Four  families  comprising  37  persons  have  found  other  accommodation. 
At  the  end  of  1938  four  families,  36  persons,  had  yet  to  be  dealt 
with .

General : 

During  the  year  102  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  at  the  County  Council's  Laboratory.  The  results  were 
Pasteurised  milk,  3  samples  up  to  standard.  102  ordinary  milk 
samples  were  classified  as  follows:-  Grade  I  79,  II  18,  III  5  and 
IV  nil.  Samples  falling  into  Grade  II  and  under  are  followed  up 
by  visits  to  producers,  repeat  samples  being  taken  of  all  unsatis¬ 
factory  supplies  until  rectified.  When  such  samples  are  produced 
outside  the  District  the  Authority  concerned  is  notified. 

Designated  licences  granted  by  the  Council:-  1  Pasteurised 
producer,  1  Supplementary  Pasteurised  producer,  2  Tuberculin  Tested 
supplementary  and  2  Accredited  supplementary.

PROTECTION  AGAINST  DIPHTHERIA. 

Prevalence  of  Diphtheria  in  South  Wigston  during  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year  led  to  our  offering  protective  treatment  for 
public  elementary  school  children  and  pre-school  children. 

After  a  well  attended  meeting  of  parents  at  which  the  reason  for 
our  offer  was  explained  Immunisation  was  commenced  on  31st  March, 
the  method  employed  being  three  intramuscular  injections  of 
Toxoid  Antitoxin  floccules  (T.A.F.)  at  fortnightly  intervals. 

There  were  720  acceptances,  563  (about  58$)  school  children 
and  157  pre-school.  708  children  received  the  full  course  while 
7  received  two  injections  and  5  received  one  injection. 

The  course  for  each  child  being  voluntary  it  was  undertaken 
only  on  the  written  request  of  a  parent  or  guardian.  The  actual 
work  was  carried  out  by  two  of  the  County  Council’s  Medical 
Officers,  Drs.  A.  A.  Lisney  and  A.  W.  S.  Thompson,  after  consulta¬ 
tion  between  the  County  and  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health 
and  approval  by  the  District  Council.  Mileage  and  cost  of 
material  were  assessed  at  the  rate  3/6d  per  case  and  this  was 
paid  by  the  District  Council  in  respect  of  587  Wigston  children, 
133  who  resided  in  other  Districts  being  charged  to  the  appro¬ 
priate  Councils. 
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The  completion  of  the  course  was  accompanied  by  a  cessation 
of  prevalence  and  no  case  has  been  recorded  in  an  immunised 
child. 

One  case  of  OPHTHALMIA  NEONATORUM  came  under  observation. 
The  patient  was  treated  at  home  and  recovered  with  vision 
unimpaired.
